WASHINGTON (AP)-The Sen­ 
ate voted 67-18 Wednesday to con­ 
firm President Kennedy’s nomina­ 
tion of Charles M Meriwether to 
he a director of the Export-Im 
port Bank. 
Nineteen Republicans joined 48 
Democrats in supporting the ap 
pointmen^ Opposing it were IO 
Republicans and 8 Democrats. 
The vote was almost the same 
numerical tally by which the Sen-! 
ate refused 66-18 earlier to pigeon­ 
hole the nomination. 
Meriwether, an Alabama segre­ 
gationist. aroused the most bitter­ 
ly worded opposition yet encoun­ 
tered by a Kennedy appointee.

WASHINGTON 
LAP) -Secre 
tary of Defense Robert S McNa­ 
mara issued an order Wednesday 
keeping the lion s share of mili­ 
tary 
space development under 
control of the Air Force. 
The share may amount to 91 
per cent of the $850-million budget 
for military space research 
McNamara said he and Deputy 
Secretary Roswell Gilpatric “ have 
decided to assign space develop­ 
ment programs and projects to 
the Department of the Air Force, 
except 
under 
unusula circum­ 
stances .” 
Tho order, however, did not 
make clear how broad these “ un­ 
usual circumstances” might be 
Only two projects were specific­ 
ally listed as exceptions: the Na­ 
vy s Transit navigation satellite

Says Kasavubu

(’AFRO (I PI) - leftist Congo­ 
lese leader Antoine Gizenga Wed­ 
nesday recognized Joseph Kasa­ 
vubu as legitimate president of 
the Congo. Gizenga declared him­ 
self the country’s legitimate pre­ 
mier. 
In a statement released by his 
mission to the United Arab Re­ 
public here. Gizenga denounced 
the conference of Congolese lead­ 
ers

Malagasy, 
whose participants include Kasa- 
vubu. 
He based his own claim to the 
premiership on his succession to 
slain ex-Premier Patrice Lumum­ 
ba. 
Gizenga heads the splinter Con­ 
golese government in Stanleyville. 
It is recognized by the Soviet aloe 
and many neutral nations, but the 
United States recognizes Kasavu­ 
bu. who has appointed Joseph 
Ileo as premier.

Asked whether he would veto 
such a separate bill. Kennedy re­ 
plied: “ I think it is always a mis­ 
take before we even have legisla­ 
tion to talk about what I am going 
to do, but I think it is very clear 
about what my view- is of grants 
and loans across the board to non­ 
public schools.”

In the United 
States the pattern is like a mam­ 
moth war, fought with the energy 
of thousands of atom bombs, be­ 
tween great armies of northern 
and southern air. 
The snowstorms that raked the 
Midwest and East in early Feb­ 
ruary were born in such a battle 
over the Panhandle of Texas. 
On newspaper weather maps 
the armies appeared as high pres­ 
sure centers. These are essential­ 
ly huge mounds of air. Inside 
them the pressure or weight of 
the air is greater than it is out­ 
side. 
The cold, dry northern air swept 
out of the Canadian arctic over 
North and South Dakota into Kan­ 
sas and southward The southern 
air mass, born in the Gulf of 
Mexico, held the southern United 
States in warm, moist captivity. 
As the two highs moved toward 
each other, the low pressure area 
between — over northern Texas 
and Oklahoma—took on the un­ 
easiness of impending battle

the winds blew clockwise around 
the air mass centers So at the 
leading edge of the warm air 
mass in Texas winds flew from 
west to east. At the leading edge 
of the cokt air mass as it moved 
southward

Vespucci Discovers 
Television Drama 


Amerigo Vespucci, the intrepid Florentine 
traveler who purportedly “discovered” America 
first, is being dragged into a dispute between 
Italian-Americans and a cops-and-robbers tele­ 
vision program. Unless tempers cool, the Fed­ 
eration of the Italian-American Democratic Or­ 
ganization of the State of New York. Inc. plans 
to picket the ABC Television Network on Ameri­ 
go Vespucci Day today in New York City. 
The federation objects to the way Italian- 
Americans have been shown on the TV program, 
“The Untouchables,” which depicts fictionally 
the bloody gangland era of the 1920s and 1930s 
in Chicago. The network knuckled under to the 
extent of promising to label the program at its 
conclusion each week “fictional and designed 
for entertainment.” 
ABC executives promised 
also that future programs “would not portray a 
disproportionate number of Italian characters 
or any other ethnic groups” in a defamatory 
way. 
But the Italian-American federation still 
is not satisfied. 
The controversy has reached the halls of 
Congress. Rep. Victor L. Anfuso (D-N. Y.) re­ 
cently introduced a bill to amend the Federal 
Communications Act by adding this sentence: 
“It shall be unlawful for any licensee of a broad­ 
casting station to consistently or systematically 
portray, in the programs broadcast by such 
station any religious group, race or nationality in 
a degrading or criminal manner.” The measure 
moved Bernie Harrison, TV critic for the Wash­ 
ington Star to comment: “Please— no laws. TV 
is bland enough now.” 
Movie-maker Frank Capra is credited with 
originating the famous description of the ‘ safe ’ 
villain who would meet the objections of all 
pressure groups. 
He would have no definite 
nationality or race, no religious, political or 
fraternal affiliations— and no visible means of 
support. Television writers in particular have 
complained that producers and advertisers too 
often try to fit this definition. 


These Days

Changing Times 
I stood before nearly 4.000 young people and beheld 
a new generation emerging to its own leadership 
It 
was a mass meeting called in New York City by the 
Young Americans for Freedom, a youth organization. 
mainly in colleges and universities, which calls itself 
conservative and is not fearful of the consequences. 
Youth, at any rate in this organization, which now 
claims about IOO affiliated organizations on college cam ­ 
puses. rejects so-called liberalism as the frozen re­ 
sponse of the 1930 s to conditions then immediate. In 
the 1960 s, these young people reject the New Deal, 
the Fair Deal. even the New Frontier as fogeyish. They 
prefer patriotism, national pride, capitalism to the com­ 
promises which the Rooseveltsan philosophers tried to 
make with the driving force of Marxism. 


These > ounu people reject such compromises 
because they do not fear Russia: they only fear the 
prospects of compromise 
with 
Russia. 
.Murray 
Kempton, a liberal writer once voung. refers to the 
Young Americans for Freedom as “children” which. 
of course, they are—as most of us are children of 
our forebears. 
I recall when I used to refer to 
Kempton as young hut never as a child. Back in 
those days, articulate youth was divided among 
those who were Communists; those who adopted a 
middle of the road liberalism which they could never 
define hut which gave them a feeling of goodness; 
those who were opportunistic and hopped on the 
successful band wagon of success. Democratic or, 
for that matter. Republican liberalism. 
And. of 
course, there was the vast majority who cared 
very little one way or the other and hoped that 
they would get fringe benefits as well as a wife 
before they joined the Army. It was in some ways, 
a furious mood, hut not more so than is usual among 
young people. 


The Communists wore the most active and the best 
organized. They knocked off conservatives by smearing 
them pitilessly: they absorbed liberals by flattery or 
blackmail, whichever served best. They infiltrated both 
the Republican and Democratic parties, as they did 
everything else, including business. They were imagina­ 
tive and intellectually impressive 
For about IO years, 
they had a wonderful time. Then cam e the Rosenberg 
Case and the noise that McCarthy made and the weak- 
of heart deserted the Communists. 
The liberals were 
frozen in the postures they had adopted—growing no 
more, spreading out no more, creating no more—taking 
advantage of what they had accum ulated like a miser 
counting last year’s gains, but gaining nothing more. 
The Young Americans for Freedom represent not 
a reaction to the dead hand of 1930 liberalism. It is an 
affirmative statement of an altogether new generation 
and it will live or die not because of what oldsters have 
to say about it. but because of how its own generation 
responds to its enthusiasm and excitement. 
The old 
very rarely are willing to recognize that they have 
reared sons and grandsons not to obey them but to 
take over. Only too often, the older ones look upon the 
self-expression of youth as an infringement upon their 
prerogatives. The young of heart welcomes youth when 
it asserts its readiness. 


This affirmative movement is ablaze among 
college students who recognize that they will have 
to bear the burden of the enormous debt we are 
piling up: they will work under the unbearable 
I 
pressure of the taxes they will he forced to pay to 
meet the expenses we are mounting for them. They 
will he forced to postpone m arriages because of 
economic 
and 
social 
conditions 
our 
generation 
created for them. And they are the ones who live 
constantly in the shadow of the prospect of war, 
which they will he the ones to fight and in which 
many of them will. beyond doubt, die. Their per- 
son al problems are their own but not of their 
making, and they will not forget the forces that 
are responsible for their difficulties. 


They are weary of the frozen phrases of liberalism 
which offers neither dignity nor pride but a barren 
hopelessness of compromise with evil. 
No one can foretell how extensive, how effective, 
how sincerely significant this movement will become, 
but this is clear now—these boys and girls speak of 
love for America. They intend to stir in the American 
heart, pride of country, pride of its history, pride of 
its accomplishments. 
They do not down-grade their 
country.

Capitol Hill Silence On RB-47 Questioned 


WASHINGTON — A mysterious 
silence hovers over Capitol Hill. 
American lives have been lost 
through the wanton act of the 
Soviet Government, but nothing 
is being done about it. The RB- 
47 was flying over the high seas 
at least 50 miles from land when 
it was shot down by the Com­ 
munists last July I. Yet the Mos­ 
cow Government gets away with 
a flagrant violation of interna­ 
tional law. 
It was to vindicate this very 
principle — freedom of the seas — 
the the United 
States 
entered 
World War I after sim ilar at­ 
tacks on American ships by Ger­ 
man submarines. 
When the U-2 was forced down 
last May over Russian territory, 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee rushed into a public in­ 
quiry. This made headlines for 
several days, and 
the 
Russian 
press exploited the hearing and 
got considerable comfort out of 
it. The committee’s objective, of 
course, was merely to discredit 
the 
Republican 
Administration. 
Now the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee — whicfi is dominated 
by a majority of Democrats — 
would have to be in the position 
of criticizing a Democratic Ad­ 
ministration. So no such investi­ 
gation of what happened is being 
ordered. Nor is there to be any 
formal report apparently on the 
failure of the State Department 
to pursue its protests. 
There was justification perhaps 
for silence during the period that 
the two surviving American air­ 
men were in jail. Negotiations for 
their 
release were 
successfully 
undertaken by the Kennedy Ad­ 
ministration 
after 
such 
efforts 
were rebuffed during the previous 
months. When the fliers were re­ 
turned to the United States, a 
curious set of developments oc­ 
curred. First, the fliers were met 
at the airport by the President 
himself and told to keep mum 
for the time being about what had 
happened. They were forbidden to 
talk to the press. Then, after the 
lapse of a month, they were allow-

ed to be interviewed. But only a 
limited amount of information has 
been revealed. 
The essential point disclosed, 
however, is that the plane was 
over the Barents Sea at least 50 
miles from the Soviet coast.

WORLD AFFAIRS — Foreign 
policy makers rn the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration aren’t saying so pub­ 
licly, but they are becoming more 
encouraged about world affairs as 
the weeks go by.

The other contribution to opti­ 
m ism concerns the recent easing 
of the United States balance of 
payments deficit. In recent weeks, 
the outflow of gold and dollars has 
tapered off. 
Kennedy administration leaders 
believe the easing has stemmed 
from the actions and statements 
by the President, plus an invig­ 
orated effort by the Federal Re­ 
serve Board to arrange interest 
rates at favorable levels. 
Effect of the improved diplo­ 
m atic and economic climate over­ 
seas has served to reduce some of 
the tensions that existed only a 
few short weeks ago. It is too 
early for President Kennedy to 
take public credit for the change, 
but his top aides are doing so in 
private conversations with news­ 
men and congressional leaders 
around Washington.

For a com pany’s management 
the chips are down in highly com­ 
petitive times. This is particular­ 
ly so when business is receding. 
The shipbuilding 
industry 
is 
going through that kind of test­ 
ing. as are a num ber of other 
lines. 
How management meets these 
tests is reflected in earnings and 
dividends and in the stock m ar­ 
ket. 
Ten years ago Louis E. Wolfson 
cam e out of Florida and his big­ 
gest success as a take-over oper­ 
ator then was — and still is — 
Merritt-Chapman & Scott, 
the 
large salvage 
and 
construction 
firm . 
Part of this excursion into the 
financial big league was a take­ 
over of New York Shipbuilding, 
operator of one of the nation s 
three largest shipyards. N. Y. 
Shipbuilding, 
although 
it 
has 
shares listed on the N. Y. Stock 
Exchange, is a subsidiary of Mer­ 
ritt-Chapman. 
The two companies have just re­ 
ported on their 1960 operations. 
N. Y. Ship had a loss of $25,587,* 
535, reduced to $17,954 235 by an 
income tax credit. It had a pro­ 
fit of $1,719,446. or $1.27 a share 
in 1959. and a profit of $4,722,539 
or $3.69 a share in 1958. 
Merritt-Chapman had a loss of 
$47,846,709, before a tax credit 
of $18,330,700 and deferred tax of 
$218,500 The year before the com­ 
pany had a profit of $9,032,665 or 
$1.55 a share. 
The losses were attributed to in­ 
creased costs of ship construction 
and additional costs on Merritt- 
Chapman dam construction. 


Neither Merritt-Chapman. nor 
N. Y. Ship are currently paying 
dividends. 
In contrast. Newport News Ship­ 
building & Dry Dock, one of the 
big three in the industry, in a pre­ 
lim inary report places i960 earn- 
ings at "about the same or a lit­ 
tle better than 1959.” 
In 1959 Newport earned $7,765.- 
458 or $4 81 a share. The company 
paid conservatively $2 40 in divi­ 
dends last year, and expects to 
maintain this rate in 1961. 
Newport’s present backlog of 
business 
exceeds 
$475 
million, 
w hich is $150 million above a year 
ago. 
Merritt-Chapman’s backlog 
at the close of I960 was $397 mil­ 
lion. off $156 million from 1959. 
Newport's 
stock 
is 
around 
$54,124, compared to its recent 
high of $51,374, made this year. 
This is the highest price in more 
than 30 years. In 1929, the high 
for the equivalent stock — it was 
split 2 for one in 1957 — was 
$39 374. 
N. Y. Ship is around $14. with 
the recent low $12 50 This com­ 
pares with its high of $58 in 1956, 
Merritt-Chapman is around $10, 
compared to its recent low of 
$8 50. In 1956 its high was $23 374, 
but in 1951 — when Wolfson took 
over — the high was $31 50, which 
also was its high since 1929. when 
it was 35 
A significant statem ent in the 
Merritt-Chapman report was that 
the backlog reduction “ reflected 
a policy of redoubled prudence in 
bidding new term construction and 
shipbuilding contracts."

I I T hencver a Hollywood movie studio needs 
f f birds to act, like doing tricks, playing 
dead, or just chirping a tune, it almost in­ 
variably turns to A. W. Kennard, a bird 
| 
trainer who operates a Bird Wonderland at 
his home rn Thousand Oaks, just north of 
Los Angeles. 
Kennard has been training birds for the 
stage, screen, TYr and nightclubs for years. 
His feathered performers range from the 
tiny sparrow and canary to the more robust 
macaw and cockatoo. 
At tim es, Kennard has to supply birds on 
short notice. For quick training he has con­ 
verted a hallway of his home into a cage. 
There, with the doors shut and a small light 
burning, he sits for hours until the birds be­ 
come thoroughly accustomed to him and 
learn to take his orders. 
In one cage he keeps as many as 800 
canaries. He'll sometimes get an order from 
a studio to furnish several hundred birds 
for a scene or several birds that are good 
singers. 
An actor will often go to Kennard's place 
to get to know the birds with which he's go­ 
ing to perform. Burt Lancaster, one of 
Kennard’s most recent visitors, was playing 
the part of a prisoner who catches and trains 
birds in his cell. 
The biggest problem in training birds for 
the m ovies, Kennard declares, is to train 
the actors to relax with the birds. "You 
would be surprised," he says, "at the number 
of actors here who are scared stiff of a bird. 
They say the bird will peck the eyes out."
